Many Fever Patients in 


Hospitals But no Epi- 
demic Evident

present moment there are jabout fifty 
typhoid patients. ‘For a city the size 
of Edmonton this seemed to tbe rather 
2 large amount and the Daily (Capital 
accordingly called up Dr. ‘Whitelaw, 
the Medical Health officer, to get his 
opinion on the matter. 

“Isn't that rather a large number, 
doctor?” the Capital asked. 

“Well, yes, it is rather big,” was the 
reply, “but I think you will find that 
most of them came from the outside.” 

t may ‘be safely taken that one hail 
of this number came from the outly- 
ing districts and that there are aot 
more than twenty-five local patients 
in the ‘hospitals.” 

Of the outside sufferers a igood per- 
centage have come tifom the main line 
west of the Grand Trwnk Pacific.

Ultimately dhe slidimg will stop but tt 
will not be fora lang time when the 
the bank ceases throwing its 
weight on the shding: mass.” 

After a «biscussion it was decided 
that the matter be brought in a forei- 
able Hight before the ‘city council and 
that in the meantime the city engineer 
make an examination, ind report on 
whe serousness of the situatton. It 
will be recommended that the co-oper- 
ation of the provincial and federal 
governinents be sought in getting at 
the source of the trouble and devising 
means for remedying ‘the evil, 

Besides the discussion of the fore- 
going only matters of a routine ma- 
cure were discussed. 

As thhe result of a complaint the 
commissioners decided that an inves- 
thgation should tbe made into the sale 
cf cigarettes to minors and also of the 
frequenting of pool rooms iby youths 
of under age.
